Reissue Applications 



1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

The patent's specification was corrected by a Certificate of Correction issued 
August 03, 1999. In the reissue application, however, applicant improperly amended the 
specification to incorporate the same changes made in the Certificate of Correction. See 
Preliminary Amendment A, filed March 08, 2001 , Paper #6. The amendment is improper 
because the Certificate of Correction is part of the original patent. Therefore, those 
changes must not be bracketed or underlined in the reissue application. Otherwise, the 
changes will appear in the reissued patent with brackets or italics erroneously indicating 
changes from the original patent. See MPEP 141 1 .01 . 

Further, to cure this defect, the specification must be amended to remove 
bracketing and underlining of the text added by the Certificate of Correction (i.e., 
replacement paragraphs incorporating the changes of the Certificate of Correction 
without bracketing or underlining. 

2. This application is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .172(a) as lacking the written 
consent of all assignees owning an undivided interest in the patent. The consent of the 
assignee must be in compliance with 37 CFR 1.172. See MPEP § 1410.01. 

A proper assent of the assignee in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .1 72 and 3.73 is 
required in reply to this Office action. 
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According to USPTO records, the patent on which the reissue is based (U.S. 
Patent 5,875,745) was assigned to Indian Ocean Medical Inc. on October 29, 2004. 
Therefore, written consent from the assignee for the filing of the reissue application. 

3. This application is objected to under 37 CFR 1.172(a) as the assignee has not 
established its ownership interest in the patent for which reissue is being requested. An 
assignee must establish its ownership interest in order to support the consent to a 
reissue application required by 37 CFR 1.172(a).

4. In accordance with 37 CFR 1.175(b)(1), a supplemental reissue oath/declaration 
under 37 CFR 1.175(b)(1) must be received before this reissue application can be 
allowed.
